“To study the working of contract labour system in the jobs[works per¬ 
formed by employees i.e. clearing, different categories of cleaning, 
loading, supervision, turner, welder, regger, filter, helper, fitter, 
valve-operator, LPG Bottling, sropy, zerom operator, clerk, peon, 
driver, Waiter, Asstt. Cook and malijgardener etc. in the establish¬ 
ments of Hindustan Petroleum Corporation Ltd., Bombay and keep¬ 
ing in view the provisions of section 10 of the Contract Labour (Re¬ 
gulation and Abolition) Act., 1970 to make suitable recommenda¬ 
tion whether or not the employment of contract labour in the miscel- 
laneus jobs|wc*rks of the establishments of Hindustan Petroleum 
Corporation Ltd., Bombay shotald be prohibited”. 

The Committee 
would submit its report within three months without fail as directed by the 
Hon’ble Bombay High Court vide its order dated 22nd July, 1993 in W. P. Nos.
